Death-Alley Safety Delayed

Catch-and-hold barricades for Death Alley, a stretch 


of the Long Beach Freeway upon which 20 people have 
died in traffic since Jan. 1, have been approved by the 
state's Division of Highways. 


Construction, however, may be a year away. 
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A spokesman for the state says no funds are budgeted 


for the $150,000 project in the fiscal year that began 
in October. If the protecting barricades can be built in 
1963, the financing must come from some type of special 
fund.

DEATH ALLEY'S tragic record was exposed by The 


Independent, Press-Telegram exactly two weeks ago to- 
day. At that time, nine fatal accidents had killed 15 
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people. Since that expose, two more accidents have 
snuffed out the lives of five more people. 


One of those accidents, killing two people, occurred 


the same day The Independent, Press-Telegram exposed

the hazards of the freeway. The other, destroying three 
lives, took place last Wednesday. 


The State Division of Highways' Sacramento head- 


quarters has approved the installation of chain-link bar- 
ricades between the northbound and southbound lanes, 
according to a letter it sent the city last week. Lt. Orville 
James of the Long Beach Police Department's traffic 
bureau has sharply criticized the absence of barriers that 
would prevent careening cars from crossing the weedy 
divider strip and causing tragic head-on collisions. 


However, despite the state's approval of the bar- 


riers, they may not be installed for some time. 


As an interim protection, Lt. James announced Sat- 


urday, the traffic division of the local police department 
has been instructed to place additional emphasis upon 
law enforcement on Death Alley. 


LI. James' comments, disclosed two weeks ago, In- 


cluded the opinion that more strict policing, to halt 
drunken or careless drivers, was necessary to reduce the 
alarming toll of Death Alley.

"national service program" similar to the Peace Corps 
operating overseas. 


The President picked his 


brother, Atty. Gen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, to be chairman. 
The attorney general al- 
ready has made a prelimi- 
nary study and turned in a 
report that favors the new 
program. 


The attorney general en- 


visioned it as a method for 
giving Americans of 
all 


ages a chance to answer the 
President's challenge in his 
inaugural address to ask 
what they can do for their 
country. Robert Kennedy 
said: "We need to offer 
visible avenues for service 
to these people."

FRESNO—In California 


cotton is king, but the 
$400-million-a-year indus- 
try is a troubled giant.

as citrus.

Desert Tests 
Show Man's 
Early Activity 


LAS VEGAS. (UP1) — A 


windswept section of desert 
some 10 miles north of this 
gambling resort has become 
the scene of a scientific ex- 
pedition attempting to show 
man lived in the Western 
Hemisphere 32,000 years ago 
—about 15,000 years earlier 
than records indicate. 


Dr. Richard 
Shutler Jr., 


curator of anthropology for 
the Nevada State Museum 
and leader of the museum's 
Tule Springs expedition, said 
the work of archaeologists, 
paleontologists and geologists 
already produced finds that 
are creating international in- 
terest. 


The project, financed by a 


basic grant of $42,000 from 
the National Science Founda- 
tion to the Nevada 
State 


Museum, began in early Octo- 
ber. Also participating is the 
Southwest 
Museum of Los 


Angeles. Dr. Shutler heads a 
contingent of 28 men and 
women on the expedition.

IT HAD BEEN known for 


some . time that 
the Tule 


Springs site—ideally located 
along a wash below the Las 
Vegas mountain range—might 
contain valuable information. 


The first animal bones were 


found there in 1933. Subse- 
quently, 
charcoal 
samples 


from the area produced a 
radiocarbon date of 28,000 
years. And in 1956 a stone 
scraper and a hearth were dis- 
covered, indicating that man 
lived there at about the same 
time. 


Much of the traditional lab- 


orious hand methods of ar- 
chaeological excavations has 
been eliminated in the Tule 
Springs project, replaced by 
more modern methods. 


A 32-ton earthmover loaned 


by 
Allis-Chalmers 
removes 


from 25 to 30 cubic yards of 
material at a time, the unit's 
hydraulic controls permitting 
precise regulation of the depth 
of each cut. The operator 
takes off only several inches 
of earth on each pass down 
the excavation area so that 
archaeological 
evidence 
of 


early man will not be de- 
stroyed. 


TWO 
TRENCHES, 
each 


several hundred feet long, al- 
ready have uncovered a mam- 
moth leg hone and a mam- 
moth's tusk. Charcoal from 
what was believed to have 
been campfires was discov- 
ered after the first week's 
work. 
Radiocarbon 
dating 


tests showed deposits ranged 
in age from 26,000 to 32.000 
years. 


Dissected bones of mam- 


moths, camels, horses and 
bison removed from the desert 
trenches indicate that man 
had killed and feasted on the 
animals of pre-historic time. 


And the excavations have 


turned up stone flakes from 
such artifacts as bone tools 
and stones chipped away for 
form knives, choppers, scrap- 
ers and hammers.

BECAUSE OF THE ABSENCE of $150,000 worth of 


safety construction work, motorists are dying at 


a startling rate on a stretch of the Long Beach Eree- 
way known as "Death Alley." 


' Recently a reporter for this newspaper described 


the hazards of "Death Alley." While the story was 
being published, news arrived of still other deaths 
there. 


As of this writing, 20 persons have died since 


Jan. 1 along that fatal stretch of freeway south of 
Artesia Blvd. 


We have our fingers crossed and we are uttering 


a prayer, for it is entirely possible that some bewil- 
dered and unlucky motorist may outdate the previous 
sentence.

THE TROUBLE IN Death Alley is caused by 


poor safety conditions on a roadway built for high- 
speed travel. Since this stretch is poorly lighted, 
drivers have difficulty following the highway lines at 
night, and when drivers swerve onto the divider strip, 
nothing is there to prevent them from plowing into 
the oncoming traffic. 


The State Division of Highways reports that it 


has approved barricades of a type built to catch 
hurtling cars and prevent them from bouncing around 
in the passing traffic. Approval is one thing, installa- 
tion another. No money for the project was budgeted 
in the fiscal year which has just begun. 


Only by drawing from some special fund can the 


state put those barricades down "Death Alley" in the 
year 1963. 


The city of Long Beach, which is responsible for 


part of this stretch of freeway, has been awaiting 
action by the state and has also failed to budget funds 
for the necessary improvements.

The normal fiscal procedure is too slow. Now that the 
problem in "Death Alley" has been illustrated all too 
vividly, state and city must abandon that normal pro- 
cedure and draw upon whatever other means there 
are for financing the project.

1,598 channel catfish and 1,451 bullhead catfish. 


Average daily catch was 506 fish with 11.5 fish to 


the boat. Sizes went like this: 60 precent of the trout ran 
three to the pound, 40 percent 1 to 4 pounds; crappie. 
six to the pound; bass. 1 to 4 pounds; bluegill, 2 or 3 to 
the pound; channels. 3% pounds average, some going to 


,,8 and 9 pounds; bullheads, 10-inchers, some going about a 


pound.

Cuba Crisis Goes Up, Down 


Like a Cold-War Barometer

Like a barometer of the whole 


gauges went hoth up and down last 
. On the one hand, there werp hints 
.from the United Nations that some 
•progress was being made toward a 
settlement.. Then on the other, Fidrl 
Castro threatened to shoot down U. S. 
reconnaissance planes flying surveil- 
lance flights over the islands.

ALMOST A carrot-and-stick act, it 


reflected on an immediate scale what 
has been going on in the world since 
war's end in 1945. when there has been 
relaxation followed by crisis followed 
by relaxation followed by crisis. 


At week's end. however, the United 


States was letting it be known that time 
was running short. The focal point of 
the immediate crisis remained Presi- 
dent Kennedy's insistence that the Rus- 
sians remove their 11.28 bombers from 
Cuba and agree to some sort of inter- 
national inspection system to verify 
withdrawal of offensive weapons.

be settled—and followed by a period 
of relaxation—there \\ as | f 
always Berlin on

horizon as a possible 
new flashpoint. To dis- 
cuss this. West German 
Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer came to Wash- 
ington last week lo con- 
fer with President Ken- 
nedy. 


A communique was AnFNAUER 
issued Thursday saying ADENAULK 
that both men agreed on the necessity 
to defend Berlin. Yet Adenauer himself 
said at the start of his visit that diplo- 
matic communiques usually are worth- 
less and meaningless. 


What was important about this visit 


was not the communique but the con- 
crete results and understandings which 
Kennedy and Adenauer achieved in 
their private talks. Adenauer, it was 
said, left Washington with renewed 
confidence in the young American 
President's ability to handle anything 
that might arise with the Russians.

IN INDIA meanwhile, the cold war 


continued to be hot. The Communist 
Chinese, who have made no secret of 
their displeasure at Khrushchev's pull- 
back in Cuba, continued their battle 
with Indian troops in the rugged moun- 
tain country. U. S. and British arms 
were made available to Indian troops 
last week. 


A storm of reaction swept the domes- 


tic front after convicted perjurer Alger 
Hiss appeared on a television program 
tracing the political career of Richard 
M. Nixon. The American Broadcasting 
Co., which aired the show, was flooded 
hy telegrams and telephone calls pro- 
testing the show. 


James C. Hagerty, ABC vice presi- 


dent in charge of news, defended the 
program claiming it was a "fair pres- 
entation, giving both sides of a contro-

The show, taped by ARC com- 
mentator Howard K. Smith, was called 
"The Political Obituary of Richard M. 
Nixon." 


Later in the week, two sponsors who

ALSO ON THE DOMESTIC front, the 


government announced that the U. S. 
deficit for the current fiscal year will 
be $7.8 billion, the second highest in 
peacetime history. But despite this, ad- 
ministration spokesmen — including 
Treasury Secretary Douglas Dillon— 
said Kennedy still is planning to cut 
income and corporation taxes next 
year. The argument was that a tax re- 
duction is necessary to .stimulate the 
economy. 


Foreign trade is also an economic

For a while this week, the country 


was aroused by one of the biggest 
controversies since the Stamp Act 
helped lead to the American Revolu- 
tion against the British. A total of 400 
misprinted Dag Hammarskjold 
com- 


memorative stamps found their way 
into the public domain and immediately 
became a collector's item—and a rich 
one at that. The Post Office Depart- 
ment, to the howls of stamp collectors, 
took steps to ruin the bonanza by run- 
ning off thousands more of the er- 
roneous stamps. 


However, the d e p a r t m e n t was 


thwarted in its move Friday when a 
court order halted the sale of the mis- 
printed stamps. The order was ob- 
tained by collector Leonard Sherman 
of Irvington, N.J., who claimed the 
special sale unfairly deprived him of a 
chance to make $500,000 on the orig- 
inal misprint. Postal officials imme- 
diately sought to have the ban re- 
moved.

stoned and furred and insured for $500 
each, the lovely girls travel chummily in 
ordinary paper shopping bags with their 
chaperone, Jeyne Brown. 


Miss Brown reports that her miniature 


charges are good travelers, "but do have 
a tendency to lose sequins." 


Costumes are the most costly item in 


a new Ice Capades. Performers in this 
year's show wear 550 costumes represent- 
ing an investment of over $750,000. 


The dolls wear a miniature of an actual 


skater's costume down to the wig and 
jewelry. They are used for testing color 
under lighting before the actual costumes 
are made. 


The job of clothing an Ice Capades 


troupe offers some interesting problems. 
Beads and sequins' must be waterproof, 
skirts must look full length, but clear the 
ice. Layers of synthetic fabrics are used for 
bouffant effects to avoid excessive weight. 
Jewelry is often sewn to the costume to 
facilitate quick changes. 


The dolls have a year's tour of the Unit-

HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—Red Skelton, who

WT'S WINE harvest time again and a colorful tra- 


dition which dates back to the founding days 


of California is unfolding among Southland vine- 
yards, virtually unchanged in nearly 200 years. 


For the vintner's art came to California along 


with its pioneer Spanish missionaries. Padre Juni- 
pero Serra is credited with planting the first wine 
grapes in 1769. near the San Diego Mission. Since 
then this "old world" art has -flourished through 
generations of hard work to rank contemporary 
California wines among the best anywhere. 


Today, just one hour's drive from home for 


most Southlandcrs. lies the vast Cucamonga wine- 
growing district, this nation's largest wine grape- 
producing region. The fall harvest there is in its 
last stages now with most of the grapes having 
been picked. Some squeezing will go on for another 
week or two but most vintners have their crops

well on the way to becoming another fine vintage 
wine. 


VISITORS to the many wineries in Cuca- 


monga, Guasti, Etiwanda and Alia Loma this week- 
end will witness a ritual unchanged since Biblical 
times and before. Modern day wine-makers must 
rely on nature to ferment the fresh sweet juice into 
basic wine just as did ancient Greeks and Romans. 
Nature too will mature this wine to table perfection 
within wooden casks—or an amphora for that mat- 
ter. No improvement on nature's way has yet been 
found. 


Wine makers will show that if a handful of 


ripe grapes is crushed into a cup. it will turn into 
wine. Modern equipment and methods only allow 
greater production and quality control. 


Wine making is a hospitable business. Vir- 


tually all regional wineries welcome visitors and 
are proud to explain and display their traditional 
skills. Many larger wineries have organized tours 
with guides explaining aromatic processes being 
witnessed. Most visits climax with a complimentary 
"wine-tasting" session. 


HELPING the wine-maker these days is this 


country's trend to prepare gourmet f o o d s—for 
along with a finer dinner menu comes the need for 
fine complementary wines. Many weekend travelers 
are finding winery visits the answer to more knowl- 
edgable wine selection. 


Having seen the grapes picked, crushed, fer- 


mented, aged and bottled, and then to have rm.de 
your selection from on-the-spot tasting, the result- 
ing pleasure is sure to be just as rewarding today 
as it was to Padre Serra nearly 200 years ago.

For the corn plant, whose extent 


and value exceeds that of all other 
cereals combined, Americans still give 
thanks. It is a national tradition re- 
flected in harvest festivals, art, de- 
sign, corn palaces, song and tales, 
especially of Thanksgiving. 


The historic significance of Indian 


corn is featured in modern times in 
Plymouth, Mass., at "Plimoth Planta- 
tion," a reproduction of the colony. 
Summer visitors may see the maize 
waving in front of the replica of the 
first house. 
In spring, junior high 


school students re-enact the planting 
of corn as the Pilgrims were taught 
by the Indians. 
At 
Thanksgiving, 


women in Plymouth costume prepare 
maize as it was cooked for the first 
celebration. 


ABUNDANT, adaptable and nour- 


ishing, maize altered many of the 
Pilgrams' habits and methods of eat- 
ing and living after 1621, as corn 
products have continued to do for us 
throughout the growth of the colonies 
and the United States. 
Food stores 


brought by the Pilgrims were poor 
and inadequate: the beef and pork 
were tainted, the fish was rotten, but- 
ter and cheeses corrupted. European 
wheat and seeds did not mature well 
and, according to Gov. Bradford in 
"Of Plimouth Plantation." "the i>rim

and grizzly face of starvation stared 
at them." 


Fish and game were plentiful but 


the Pilgrims had no experience, train- 
ing or equipment to obtain native 
foods. A plague in 1617-19 had left 
eastern Massachusetts comparatively 
bare of inhabitants at the time of the 
settlement at Plymouth. Unused corn 
fields of the Indian cultivators who 
had died were taken and planted by 
the weak, emaciated Plymouth men 
who might have lacked the strength 
to clear new fields. 
In April they 


"planted their corne, in which service 
Squanto stood them in great stead, 
showing them bo'th ye manner how 
to set it, and after how to dress and 
tend it." 


IN EACH hillock, three herring 


were placed 
spokcwise, 
with their 


heads toward the center. 
With the 


several grains of corn dropped into 
the hole, seeds of squash or beans 
were also planted in the same hill, 
"the earth being mounded higher and 
higher as the plants grow." Twenty 
acres were planted to corn in 1621 
and it was estimated by J. A. Godwin, 
writing "The Pilgrim Republic" in 
1888, that there were 66,800 hills re- 
quiring 40 tons of fish. 


The Indians used enclosures of 


stakes called weirs, to impound such 
quantities of herring as described by 
a Dutch official, DC Rasicres, in 1627: 
"In one tide there were commonly 
10,000 to 12,000 fish to be trapped at 
one setting of the weir." lie also told 
of their practice of rotating crops and 
of allowing part of the land to lie 
fallow each year. 


From this first spring planting came 


the most productive industry of the 
colony. At first the fields were com- 
munal, with poor results but on the 
third year when the governor granted 


each family a definite plot of land for 
their own, disaffection suMded. Soon 
the preparation of corn meal and corn 
dishes was a daily chore. Many foods 
used today are made from Indian corn 
and are still cooked just as the In- 
dians taught the Pilgrims. Even In- 
dian names persist: hominy, pone, 
suppawan and succotash. 
In those 


days, corn-on-thc-cob was roasted on 
hot coals by steaming in wet seaweed 
or leaves but the favorite of the In- 
dians was in stew with meat, fish, 
beans and squash. 


THE HIGH nutritional value of In- 


dian corn is explained by the fact 
that corn is an efficient plant for trap- 
ping the energy of the sun and con- 
verting it into food. Grown in every 
state and 
on 
three-fourths of all 


farms in the U. S., corn is the back- 
bone of modern agriculture as it was 
in Plymouth. Mangelsdorf in "Mys- 
tery of Corn" calls it the most im- 
portant plant in America. Its mystery 
lies in the absence of any trace of a 
wild parent, all known being cultivat- 
ed varieties. 
The 
oldest 
found in 


North America goes back at least to 
2000 B. C. but any boy would recog- 
nize it in spite of its smallness and 
primitive characteristics. 


Although mankind consumes only 


small amounts of corn as vegetable, 
cereal and meal—transformed 
into 


meat, milk, eggs and other animal 
products—it is basic to civilization. 
In fact, if the corn crop of a recent 
year in U. S. was loaded into trucks 
containing 50 bushels, there would be 
enough to girdle the world at the 
equator nine times. Such abundance 
contrasts with the Pilgrims' ration of 
one bushel per family per year lor 
which they gave thanks. 
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Cutting through the Pacific at 20 knots en route to Long Beach, ths NS Savannah illustrates U. S. plan and hope to use atoms peacefully.

as nuclear ship Savannah visits Long Beach 
Atom Era 


Dawns in the Maritime World

^JOUTHLANDERS will get a first look at 


nuclear energy in action when the world's 


only atomic-powered merchant ship, the NS 
Savannah, sails into Long Beach Harbor, No- 
vember 28. 


The 22,000-ton Savannah will spend about 


three weeks on her maiden visit to Southern 
California—eight days at Pier A in Long Beach 
followed by brief sea trials and a week in Los 
Angeles Harbor. 


During that time the general public will 


go aboard at an expected daily rate of 12,000 
persons to inspect the only nonmilitury nuclear 
vessel in the Free World. 


One of the key purposes of the $42 million 


ship is to demonstrate peaceful use of the atom 
and to win worldwide acceptance of nuclear- 
powered merchantmen as both safe and prac- 
tical. 


IN THIS MISSION to date she has trav- 


eled more than 9,500 miles, including a visit 
to the World's Fair at Seattle. 


Construction of the Savannah was first 


proposed by President Eisenhower in his fa- 
mous Atoms for Peace speech of 1955. Con- 
gress authorized the project the following year 
and the keel was laid at Camden, N. J., on Na- 
tional Maritime Day, May 20, 1958. 


More than a score of nations, including 


the USSR, which at the,time was secretly 
building the nuclear-powered icebreaker Lenin, 
sent delegates to the shipyard to watch the 
construction. 


At her 1961 launching, the NS Savannah 


was christened for the SS Savannah, a 320-ton 
packet which became the first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic under steam power in 1819. 


BOTH HAD their critics. The original Sa- 


vannah had been called "Fickett's steam cof- 
fin"; the new namesake was termed "the 
smokestackless 
wonder" and the "floating 


fusion firecracker" by some. There the similar- 
ity ended. 


The 19th Century Savannah carried 100 


tons of coal and 25 persons. Her engine gen- 
erated 90 horsepower and the crossing to Liver- 
pool took 90 days. 


The 20th Century Savannah is 595.5 feet 


long and her reactor, powered by a uranium 
mixture, generates 20,000 horsepower and a 
cruising speed of 20 knots. She can carry 60 
passengers and a crew of 110 and 10,000 tons 
in cargo. 
She can travel 350,000 miles—16 


times around the world—without refueling.

Game edition, and the USC 
students published a bogus 
edition of the UCLA paper. 


Then the students kidnaped 


the truck driver who was 
delivering the Daily Bruin to 
the UCLA campus and re- 
placed the genuine edition 
with 
the 
illegitimate 
one. 


Same stories, but the state- 
ments in them were slightly 
altered. 


Next day the Daily Bruin 


blossomed forth with such 
stories as: 


"1 can't see any hope for 


Tommy Trojan, USC campus

Week after week he fin- 


ished his classes at

•N today's headlong search 


for economy and efficiency 


and all the other house-ad 
adjectives designed to lure 
budget-minded couples, many 
modern homes wind up with 
about as much warmth and 
charm as a supermarket. 


It doesn'i have to be the 


case—which is precisely why 
this attractive, and modern, 
three b e d r o o m home was 
chosen as the house of the 
week. It is design B-88, by 
architect Lester Cohen. 


The comfortable look about 


this house—its trim flagstone 
front porch, picture window 
with leaded panes, long plant- 
er box. cupola with weather 
vane atop the garage—almost 
belies the up to date effici- 
ency of the interior design. 


But the floor plan shows it 


is a well-ordered home suited 
to the taste of the most prac- 
tical hornemaker. 


FOR EXAMPLE, look at 


the 
bathroom 
arrangement. 


Technically it would be des- 
cribed as a baih and a half, 
but all the facilities are in 
one compartment unit. There 
are two toilets, two wash- 
stands and one tub. and the 
result is a complete family 
bathroom, a private bathroom 
for the master bedroom, and 
a powder room for guests. 
The towel closet, incidentally, 


contains a l a u n d r y dune 
emptying into the basement. 


Though the house contains 


only 1,396 square feel of li\ 
ing area, its rooms are spa- 
cious and well planned The 
living room, in fact, is 19 
feet across the front and. 
flowing as it does into a 
dining ell, more than 20 feet 
front to back. 


The 15xll-foot family room 


is separated from the 13x9- 
foot-8 inch kitchen by folding 
doors, thus offering either 
two private rooms or one 
large informal living expanse. 


INCLUDING the double ga- 


rage, the house is 69 feet 
wide by 39 feet deep. 
The 


design calls for wood siding 
throughout, with accents of 
vertical board siding in the 
front on the living room side 
and brick on the front bed- 
room side. 


Cohen paid as much atten- 


tion to the grace and charm 
of the interior of this horn? 
as he did the exterior. An in- 
dication is the 
alcove

place, a feature not usually 
found in smaller homes. 


Note also that the fireplace 


is in the family room rather 
than the living room, an ceo 
nomical move (it shares the 
flue with the kitchen range i 
as well as a practical one. As 
Cohen explained it:

mountains become accessible . . . and all 
within the family budget. 
No advance 


motel reservations or accumulating res- 
taurant bills for a hungry family crimp 
the travel trailer owner. 


Sportsmen like to bring their "head- 


quarters" with them. Travel trailer clubs 
are springing up by the hundreds. Neigh- 
bors enjoy group vacations, share pot- 
luck dinners and companionship. 


According to the Trailer Coach As- 


sociation and the Mobile Home Manufac- 
turers Association, 500,000 Americans are 
already enjoying travel trailers. 


And there'll be 10 million citizens liv- 


ing in mobile homes by 1970, the same 
organization maintains, pointing to fore-

casts compiled by economists and hous- 
ing experts.

water. 


The re- 


searcher, Dr. 
J e r e m y N. 
Morris, Lon- 
don, says he has no idea why this is 
so. Dr. Morris is chief of sociologic 
research for the British Medical Re- 
search Council. 


Soft-water cities in the study in- 


cluded 
Manchester, 
Liverpool, Glas- 


gow, Edinburgh and Dundee. Here the 
death rate from all forms of cardio- 
vascular disease, for both men and 
women 45 to 74, was about 110 per 
1,000. 


The rate in hard-water cities, how- 


ever, is between 70 and 80 per 1.000. 
Hard-water cities studied were London, 
Croydon, Bristol and Norwich. 


BAD NEWS for skiers: Safety bind- 


ings have no effect upon the rate of 
skiing injuries,'~according to a report 
in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 


Four Sun Valley, Idaho, physicians 


report that the use of safety bindings 
has increased greatly in the past 10 
years. Yet there has been no significant 
difference in the number of ski acci- 
dents, they say. 


The doctors estimate that fewer 


than 50 per cent of skiers used release 
bindings in 1952. Almost all skiers at 
Sun Valley wear them now, they note. 


EMOTIONAL distress has nothing 


to do with onset of the common cold, 


says researcher David Tyrrell. 


Dr. Tyrrell is director of the Com- 


mon Cold Research Unit at Harvard 
Hospital in Salisbury, England. 


Emotional factors may start a nose 


running—but this is not the same as 
a cold, he says.

Dr. David I. Abramson,

says a steam room is unwise for those 
with any serious organic disability, 
such as hardening of the arteries, heart 
disorders or an overactive thyroid.

Dull Book, DuU Boy

QUESTION: "Our children no doubt could do better 


v work than they're doing. But sometimes I think 


the educators could write better school books, too. 
What do you think?" 


ANSWER: I think you're right. 
Rudolph Flesch once said that textbooks are writ- 


ten by educators for other educators rather than for 
the benefit of students. This is one of those generali- 
ties for which Mr. Flesch has 
become famous. Many fine 
textbooks are being written 
for 
children. Still, there's 


much truth in what he says. 


Not long ago, I visited a 


midwestern school and picked 
up a book used in the sev- 
enth-grade course in industri- 
al drawing. The 
sentences 


were long and involved. The 
entire text bristled with tech- 
nical words and phrases. The writing was dull and col- 
orless, designed to induce sleep rather than impart 
knowledge. 


I asked the teacher if he had any special prob- 


lems with students. "Yes," he said. "They come troop- 
ing up to my desk to ask questions that are answered 
right there in the book. They don't read their assign- 
ments." 


Poor kids! They were being criticized because the 


people who wrote and selected the text had failed to 
do a good job. By the way, I discovered later that this 
same text is used by grown-ups in an adult education 
course—and the adults don't understand it very well, 
either. 


A GOOD textbook for children is written in sim- 


ple words and sentences. When the author presents 
material new to his audience, he starts at the first and 
explains the material step by step and with appropri- 
ate examples. The author refers frequently to things 
familiar to the child in his every day life. At all times, 
the youngster feels that this book is something he can 
conquer. When he does not have that feeling, he will 
be frightened and unsure, and he will not read that 
book. 


What can the parent do about a bad book? As a 


stopgap measure, he can sit down with the child and 
translate it into English—in brief, do the author's 
work for him. As a long-range measure, he can find 
out who picks these atrocities and what can be done 
to improve the standard of selection.

November is a good time to

A reminder 
from the California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen that bare- 
root rose planting begins next 
month prompts us to consider 
the possible replacement of 
roses we are no longer happy 
with. Once you decide to up- 
root one rose and plant an- 
other, don't wail until the 
last bloom drops. Take it out 
now and turn the soil to let 
it air for a month or so. 
Working steer manure and 
compost into the spot is not 
a bad idea, either.

Then treat the soil 
around the trees, following 
Ihe directions on the label of 
the bottle, with the ether 
product that has proven so 
effective . . . it contains the 
ether known as ethylene di- 
c h l o r i d e . This m a t e r i a l 
spreads . itself 
through the 


moist soil and kills the borers 
in all cycles without harming 
ihe tree or shrub. Do this 
quite late in the fall, after the 
borers 
have 
gone 
under- 


ground to hibernate for the 
winter.

It tolerates considerable cold 
weather, too. 


WE'VE FOUND heathers 


need lots of peat moss mixed 
with soil, because the plants 
develop countless numbers of 
hair-like roots, more like the 
azaleas. A mixture of one- 
half soil and one-half pre- 
moistened peat moss is just 
about right if the plants are 
set out in sunny locations. 


Cassias, with yellow, fra- 


grant flowers, are somewhat 
more 
susceptible 
to 
frost. 


Plants grow faster than most 
others due to less hard branch 
wood. 


ROSEMARY, in bush or 


prostrate form, is a lough 
shrub, taking any amount of 
heat, and lots of cold. Once 
well established in the ground 
they get by on less waler than 
most ornamental blooming 
shrubs. Plants are more like 
native shrubs that are drought 
resistanl; not loleraling too 
much water. In winter, the 
small, blue flowers are attrac- 
tive.

cotton is king, but the 
$400-million-a-year indus- 
try is a troubled giant. 


W i t h 600,000 acres 


under cultivation and the 
highest field productivity 
in the world, cotton, in 
40 years, has become the 
state's chief cash crop — 
more than twice as big 
as citrus. 


But despite this and im- 


proved techniques which 


promise even greater 
yields the industry is 
losing markets on two 
fronts: 


Abroad, fast-expanding 


foreign competitors, many 
put into business by U. S. 
money and know-how, 
are taking away tradi- 
tional customers. 


At home, business Is 


beins lost to increasingly 
aggressive competing syn- 
thetic fibers. 


This situation, especial- 


ly the international as- 


pects, has far-reaching 
economic implications for 
Long Beach, the cotton- 
cargo capital of the west- 
ern U.S., and Los An- 
geles, a major cotton 
port. 


"We're caught in a 


two-way squeeze," says 
Julian Dewberry, presi- 
dent of the Fresno Cotton 
Exchange. "U.S. cotton 
prices, fixed by federal 
support control*, are too 
high. 


"This has encouraged 


foreign countries to fur- 
ther expand their opera- 
tions . . . and makes it 
difficult for us to com- 
pete realistically with the 
synthetics." 


Dewberry's alarm is 


shared by virtually every 
group in the industry in- 
cluding a committee nf 
the Natonial Cotton Coun- 
cil which this week called 
for a drastic cut in the 
33-ccnt-per-poand support 
price fixed by the U.S. 
government.

Long 


Beach has been California 
cotton's chief export cen- 
ter and although Los An- 
geles handles consider- 
ably less tonnage, cotton 
has been a consistent 
fourth-ranking export 
there since the Korean 
War.

Desert Tests' 
Show Man's 
Early Activity 


LAS VEGAS, (UPI) — A 


windswept section of desert 
some 10 miles.north of this 
gambling resort has become 
the scene of a scientific ex- 
pedition attempting to show 
man lived in the Western 
Hemisphere 32,000 years BRO 
—about 15,000 years earlier 
than records indicate. 


Dr. Richard Shutlcr Jr., 


curator of anthropology for 
the Nevada State Museum 
and leader of the museum's 
Tule Springs expedition, said 
the work of archaeologists, 
paleontologists and geologists 
already produced finds that 
are creating international in- 
terest. 


The project, financed by a 


basic grant of 512,000 from 
the National Science Founda- 
tion to the Nevada State 
Museum, began in early Octo- 
ber. Also participating is the 
Southwest Museum of Los 
Angeles. Dr. Shutler heads a 
contingent of 28 men and 
women on the expedition. 
* * * • 


IT HAD BEEN known for 


some time that the Tule 
Springs site—ideally located 
along a wash below the Las 
Vegas mountain range—might 
contain valuable information. 


The first animal bones were 


found there in 1933. Subse- 
quently, 
charcoal 
samples 


from the area produced a 
radiocarbon date of 28.000 
years. And in 1956 a stone 
scraper and a hearth were dis- 
covered, indicating that man 
lived there at about the same 
time. 


Much of the traditional lab- 


orious hand methods of ar- 
chaeological excavations has 
been eliminated in the Tule 
Springs project, replaced by 
more modern methods. 


A 32-ton earthmovcr loaned 


by Allis-Chalmcrs removes 
from 25 to 30 cubic yards of 
material at a time, the unit's 
hydraulic controls permitting 
precise regulation of the depth 
of each cut. The operator 
takes off only several inches 
of earth on each pass down 
the excavation area so that 
archaeological 
evidence 
of 


early man will not be de- 
stroyed. 


TWO 
TRENCHES, 
each 


several hundred feet long, al- 
ready have uncovered a mam- 
moth leg bone and a mam- 
moth's tusk. Charcoal from 
what was believed to have 
been c.nmpfires was discov- 
ered after the first week's 
work. 
Radiocarbon dating 


tests showed deposits ranccd 
in age from 26,000 to 32.000 
years. 


Dissected bones of mam- 


moths, camels, horses and 
bison removed from the desert 
trenches indicate that man 
had killed and feasted on the 
animals of pre-historic time. 


And the excavations have 


turned up stone flakes from 
such artifacts as bone tools 
and stones chipped away for 
form knives, choppers, scrap- 
ers and hammers. 


Scientists 
hope 
through 


these discoveries to recon- 
struct the chronology of more 
than 30.000 years of man's 
activity.

The Slaughter 
in 'Death Alley1 


BECAUSE OF THE ABSENCE of $150,000 worth of 


safety construction work, motorists are dying at 


a startling rate on a stretch of the Long Beach Free- 
way known as "Death Alley." 


Recently a reporter for this newspaper described 


the hazards of "Death Alley." While the story was 
being published, news arrived of still other deaths 
there. 
. 


As of this writing. 20 persons have died since 


Jan. 1 along that fatal stretch of freeway south of 
Artcsia Blvd. 


We have our fingers crossed and we are uttering 


a prayer, for it is entirely possible that some bewil- 
dered and unlucky motorist may outdate the previous 
sentence. 


THE TROUBLE IN Death Alley is caused by 


poor safety conditions on a roadway built for high- 
speed travel. Since this stretch is poorly lighted, 
drivers have difficulty following the highway lines at 
night, and when drivers swerve onto the divider strip, 
nothing is there to prevent them from plowing into 
the oncoming traffic. 


The State Division of Highways reports that it 


has approved barricades of a type built to catch 
hurtling cars and prevent them from bouncing around 
in the passing traffic. Approval is one thing, installa- 
tion another. No money for the project was budgeted 
in the fiscal year which has just begun. 


Only by drawing from some special fund can the 


state put those barricades down "Death Alley" in the 
year 1963. 


The city of Long Beach, which is responsible for 


part of this stretch of freeway, has been awaiting 
action by the state and has also failed to budget funds 
for the necessary' improvements. 


THIS IS AN EMERGENCY. Lives are being lost. 


The normal fiscal procedure is too slow. Now that the 
problem in "Death Alley" has been illustrated all too 
vividly, state and city must abandon that normal pro- 
cedure and draw upon whatever other means there 
are for financing the project. 


We refuse to believe that a state which spends 


billions of dollars a year and a city which spends mil- 
lions cannot scrape together on short notice the 
3150,000 needed to help stop the slaughter on this 
short but deadly stretch of freeway. 


Let's do it!

drubbed by Sen. Thruston B. Morton in Kentucky, and 
Richardson Dilworth. who lost a bitter Pennsylvania guber- 
natorial battle to Rep.

This columnist has said before—and 
repeats it now—Southern California must have more of 
the same if our children and their offspring are to re- 
member fishing as a way of having fun. 


Wohlford had 165 days of angling and a total catch 


of 83,436 fish. Broken down by species. It went like this: 
23,439 trout, 39,860 crappie, 4,092 bass, 12,996 bluegill, 
1,598 channel catfish and 1,451 bu'lhead catfish. 


Average daily catch was 506 fish with 11.5 fish to 


thc boat. Sizes went like this: CO prccent of the trout ran 
three to the pound, 40 ocrcent 1 to 4 pounds; crappie, 
six to the pound; bass.

For the corn plant, whose extent 


and value exceeds that of all other 
cereals combined. Americans still give ^ 
thanks. It is a national tradition re- 
flected in harvest festivals, art, de- 
sign, com palaces, song and tales, 
especially of Thanksgiving. 


The historic significance of Indian 


corn is featured in modern times in 
Plymouth. Mass., at "Plimoth Planta- 
tion," a reproduction of the colony. 
Summer visitors may sec the maize 
waving in front of the replica of the 
first house. 
In spring, junior high 


school students re-enact the planting 
of corn as the Pilgrims were taught 
by the Indians. 
At Thanksgiving, 


women in Plymouth costume prepare 
maize as it was cooked for the first 
celebration. 


ABUNDANT, adaptable and nour- 


ishing, maize altered many of the 
Pilgrams' habits and methods of eat- 
ing and living after 1C21, as com 
products have continued to do for us 
throughout the growth of the colonies 
and the United States. 
Food stores 


brought by the Pilgrims were poor 
and inadequate: the beef and pork 
were tainted, the fish was rotten, but- 
ter and cheeses corrupted. F.uropean 
wheat and seeds did not mature well 
and, 
according to (iov. Bradford in 


"Of Plimouth Plantation," "the grim

and grizzly face of starvation stared 
at them." 


Fish and game were plentiful but 


the Pilgrims had no experience, train- 
ing or equipment to obtain native 
foods. A plague in 1617-19 had left 
eastern Massachusetts comparatively 
bare of inhabitants at the time of the 
settlement at Plymouth. Unused com 
fields of the Indian cultivators who 
had died were taken and planted by 
the weak, emaciated Plymouth men 
who might have lacked the strength 
to clear new fields. 
In April they 


"planted their corne, in which service 
Squanto stood them in great stead, 
showing them both ye manner how- 
to set it. and after how to dress and 
tend it." 


IN EACH hillock, throe herring 


were placed spokewise, with their 
heads toward the center. 
With the 


several grains of corn dropped into 
the hole, seeds of squa'-h or beans 
were also planted in the same hill, 
"the earth being mounded higher and 
higher as the plants grow." Twenty 
acres were planted to corn in 1621 
and it was estimated by J. A. C'.odwin, 
writing 'The Pilgrim Republic" in 
1888, that there were GG.SOO hills re- 
quiring 40 tons of fish. 


The Indians used 
enclosures of 


stakes called weirs, to imrxmnd such 
quantities of herring as described by 
a Dutch official, De Rasieres. in 1627: 
"In one tide there were commonly 
10,000 to 12,000 fish to be trapped at 
one setting of the weir." He also told 
of their practice of rotating crops and 
of allowing part of the land to lie 
fallow each year. 


From this first spring planting came 


the most productive industry of the 
colony. At first the fields were com- 
munal, with poor results but on the 
third year when the governor granted 


each family a definite plot of land for 
their own, disaffection sulr»ded. Soon 
the preparation of corn meal and corn 
dishes was a daily chore. Many foods 
used today arc made from Indian com 
and are still cooked just as the In- 
dians taught the Pilgrims. Even In- 
dian names persiM: hominy, pone, 
suppawan and Miccoia-.h. 
In those 


days, corn-on the o>l> was roasted on 
hot coals by steaming in wet seaweed 
or leaves but the favorite of the In- 
dians was in stew with meat, fish, 
beans and squash. 


THE HIGH nutritional value of In- 


dian corn is explained by the fact 
that corn is an efficient plant for trap- 
ping the energy of the sun and con- 
verting it into food, nrown in every 
state and on three fourths of all 
farms in the U. S, corn is the back- 
bone of modern agriculture as it was 
in Plymouth. MangHsdorf in "Mys- 
tery of Corn" calls it the most im- 
portant plant in America. Its mystery 
lies in the absence of any trace of a 
wild parent, all known being cultivat- 
ed varieties. 
The oldest 
found in 


North America goes back at least to 
2000 B. C. but any txiy would recog- 
nize it in spite of its smallness and 
primitive characteristics'. 


Although mankind consumes only 


small amounts of corn as vegetable, 
cereal and meal—transformed into 
meat, milk, eggs and other animal 
products—it is basic to civilization. 
In fact, if the corn crop of a recent 
year in U. S. was Icuded into trucks 
containing 50 bushels, there would be 
enough to girdle the world at the 
equator nine times. Such abundance 
contrasts with the Pilgrims' ration ol 
one bushel per family per year for 
which they gave thanks.

OUTHLANDERS will Ret a first look at 


nuclear energy in action when the world s 


only atomic-powered merch.mt ship, the Nb 
Savannah, sails into Long Beach Harbor. No- 
vember 28. 


The '2 000 ton Savannah will spend about 


three weeks on her maiden vUit to Southern 
California-eight days at Pier A in Long Beach 
followed by brief sea trials and a week in Los 
Angeles Harbor. 


During that time the general public will 


go aboard at an expected daily rate of 12000 
persons to inspect the only nonmililary nuclear 


vessel in the Free World. 


One<oHhe key purpose* of the $«2 million 


ship is to demonstrate peaceful use of the atom 
and to win worldwide acceptance of nuclcar- 
poweicd merchantmen as both safe and prac- 


tical. 


IN THIS MISSION* to date she has trav- 


eled more than 9.500 miles, including a visit 
to the World's Fair at Seattle. 


Construction of the Savannah was first 


proposed by President Eisenhower in h,s fa- 
mous Atoms for Peace speech of 1955. Con- 
nress authorized the project the following year 
and the keel was laid at Camdcn. N. J.. on Na- 
tional Maritime Day. May 20. 1953. 


More than a score of nations, including 


the USSR, which at the time was secretly 
building the nuclear powered icebreaker Lenin, 
sent delegates to the shipyard to watch the 
construction. 


At her 1961 launching the NS Savannah 


was christened for the SS Savannah, a 320-ton 
packet which became the first vessel to cross 
the Atlantic under steam power in 1819. 


BOTH HAD their critics. The original Sa- 


vannah had been called "Ficketf, steam cot- 
fin"- the new namesake was termed 
me 


smokestackless wonder" and the "floating 
fusion firecracker" by some. There the similar- 
i!y ended. 


The 19th Century Savannah carried 100 


tons of coal and 25 persons. Her enginej gen- 
erated 90 horsepower and the crossing to Liver- 
pool took 90 days. 


The 20th Century £avannah is 595.5 feet 


long and her reactor, powered by a uranium 
mixture, generates 20.000 horsepower and a 
cuisine speed ol 20 knots. She can carry 60 
™^rs and a crew of 110 and 10.000 tons 
ta car^o. She can travel 350.000 m,es-16 
times around the world-without refueling.

In addition to the annual va- 
cation, a trailer owner can easily plan a 
dozen weekends or more out of the 
crowded urban areas. Lakes, desert, 
mountains become accessible . . . and all 
within the family budget. No advance 
mold reservations or accumulating res- 
taurant bills for a hungry family crimp 
the travel trailer owner. 


Sportsmen like to bring their "head- 


quarters" with them. Travel trailer clubs 
are springing up by the hundreds. Neigh- 
bors uijoy group vacations, share pot- 
luck dinners and companionship. 


According to the Trailer Coach As- 


sociation and the Mobile Home Manufac- 
turers Association, 500,000 Americans are 
already enjoying travel trailers. 


And there'll be 10 million citi/ens liv- 


ing in mobile homes by 1970, the same 
organizalion maintains, pointing to fore- 


casts compiled by economists and hous- 
ing experts. Present rate of growth to

Evergreen Euonymus is the 


patriarch of the family. 
It 


is a tall, arching shrub, less 
spectacular than some of it* 
more modern offspring, hut 
durable enough to have held 
its own over the years. Foli- 
age is remaikable for its per- 
sistent greenery even when 
subjected to extremes of des- 
ert heat or seashore winds. 
It can be pruned as a tree 
and will actually resemble 
one in time, but it is far 
more commonly found when 
sheared into a compact hedge.

Rose Inventory 
November is a good time to 


take stock of what's what in 
the rose garden. A reminder 
from the California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen that bare- 
root ro«o planting begins next 
month prompts us to consider 
the possible replacement of 
roses we are no longer happy 
with. Once you decide to up- 
root one rose and plant an- 
other, don't wait until the 
last bloom drops. Take it out 
now and turn the soil to let 
it air for a month or so. 
Working steer manure and 
compost into the spot is not 
a bad idea, either.

shrub, taking any amount of 
heat and lots of cold. Once 
well established in the ground 
they get by on less water than 
most ornamental blooming 
shrubs. Plants arc more hkc 
native shrubs that are drought 
resistant; not tolerating loo 
much water. In winter, the 
small, blue flowers aie attrac- 
tive.

most powerful motive for dating. Again, according to 
our interviewees, the old saw that men don't marry 
girls with whom they can take liberties no longer rings 
true—if ever it did. They will marry girls, many of 
these men pointed out, in order to take further liber- 
tics, and for taking these liberties they intend to pay 
in marital responsibility. 


They do not, as many of the lonely-hearts advisers 


write, date two kinds of girls, one strictly for the 
fleshly pleasures and the other for marriage potential. 
While young men do not associate sex with love as 
intensely as girls do, believing lhat sex and love can 
exist independently of each othtr, they do not auto- 
matically excommunicate from marriage girls with 
whom they have engaged in premarital sexual inter- 
course. If there is delayed sexual gratification in court- 
ship, they declare, it is nowadays more the result of 
economic deterrents than moral scruples.

Despite this unrealistic conditioning, it is signifi- 


cant to note which qualities young single women really 
search for in a good date. 


Approximately 50 per cent of the single girls, 16- 


22, questioned said they considered a man who was 
sincere a good date. The word "sincerity" was empha- 
sized over and over again as the most desirable quality 
in a male. Here are some typical comments: "To me a 
good dale is going out with a fellow who's sincere ... 
I like a sincere, stimulating, witty man ... What I 
can't stand is a phony. There are more phonics among 
men today than you can shake a stick at... Unfor- 
tunately sincerity has become obsolete... American 
men arc the most insincere in the whole world. You go 
out w ith an American and in 15 minutes he loves you, 
you'ic irresistible, you're everything he's ever wanted 
in life. I have never met such emotionally underde- 
veloped little boys." 


After sincerity, American girls value most highly in 


the men they date the following qualities: Personality 
(which again includes sense of humor), considera- 
tion, intelligence, achievement and good looks, in that 
order. (Note that "good looks" comes last.) 


More than half the girls interviewed admitted they 


consider "almost every date" a husband possibility, 
which is probably why their standards seem more 
mature and discriminating than those of men. 


Consideration Counts 


For example, young women like to date men who 


"show consideration." An essential ingredient of this 
consideration, many declared, is trustworthiness. 
Girls like to date a man who is trustxvorthy. 


"For what reason?" I asked. 
"Because he won't take advantage of me," was one 


answer. "A trustworthy fellow is reliable. He won't 
stand you up," was another. "He won't two-time," was 
a third. "He's good husband material," was a fourth.

in a good dole ond a food hutband. Men, on the 
other hand, trill date much more inditcriminately, 
generally trying to aroid marriage at long at pottible. 
They trill alto dale more widely. Girlt tend to date 
irithin their oirn educational and economic tlrata. 


From early adolescence, females arc marriage-ori- 


ented and have heard from their mothers such time- 
worn counsel as "A girl can't be too careful — You 
can marry a rich man as well as a poor man ... Marry 
a man of achievement... As you make your marriage 
bed, so viml! lie in it." 


This .idvice has become so ingrained that girk find 


it difficult to differentiate between dating and hus- 
band-hunting. The first is part of the second. 


Neither sex considers date activity—dancing, sail- 


ing, show-going—of great importance. "What counts 
most," says a Wcllcslcy College junior, "is not what 
you and your date do but how you do it. Is the enjoy- 
ment mutual? That's the acid test of a good date." 


To girls generally a good date constitutes a possible 


stepping-stone to marriage. To men a good date is an 
end in itself. The way the dating game is played, how- 
ever, the participants are not allowed to admit this. 
The male technique is to be attracted by the physical 
and to advance boldly. The female technique calls for 
the girl to play the waiting game so that she can de- 
termine the male's true character and bring him home 
to roost.

nun on a big horse, if you can smack a baseball with 
particular ferocity, if you can whip a bowling ball 
down a Unc or drive a racing car at the risk of your 
life—you, may lie able to join a select group that earns 
more money a year than world statesmen or the heads 
of great corporations.

»droit bw)er-busincss manager, Mark McCormack. 


Night behind Palmer is a quiet South African, 


Gary Player, due to earn more than $300,000 in 
1962. His tour winnings approximate $60,000, his 
interest in corporations (McCormack manages him, 
too) will run about $100,000, and fees, royalties, 
salaries, TV and exhibition money another S150,000. 
To their ranks came a rookie this year: Jack NIcklaus, 
U.S. Open champion, expected to gross $220,000. 


As in boxing, golf earnings today make past earn- 


ings look like pin money. Morton Smith, top money 
winner in 1936, earned about $7,H85 on tour that 
year. Gene Sararcn and llyron Nelson, then among the 
nation's top 10, won $5',500 each. Today's caddies 
occasionally make more. The Smiths and Saraicns 


picked up extra money by connections with sporting 
goods manufacturers, but the totals were still min- 
uscule compared with those of the present. 


On the other hand, tennis, which at one time was 


braced with golf, has proved a disappointment at the 
cash register. lxw Hoad received $125.000 to turn 
pro. and others have been similarly lured. But their 
earnings never later reached these high levels. 


Jockeys Still up Front 


Jockeys, though, still ride high, wide and hand- 


some iathc money division, with leading boys getting 
10 per cent of the purses won by their mounts. Willie 
Shoemaker, top jockey for 7 of the past 10 years, will 
earn more than $200,000 in 1962. Milo Valcnzuela, 
of Texas, and Manuel Ycau, of Panama, are not far 
behind. 


Another kind of rider, auto-racer StMing Moss 


earns about $150,000 a year by winning almost half 
the races he enters. But the high mortality rate sug- 
gests that this kind of sport docs not lead to an old 
age in which to enjoy such earnings.

Syhia Wenc and Marion Lndetrfg 
fcarc each growrd dote to $50,000 a year, far be-. 
yond the hope* of any other iromcn alMc teI. 


Players In team sports of necessity don't fare as 


well as such individual performers. Yet some super- 
stars do reach the $100,000 mark: Mickey Mantle, 
Kogcr Maris and Willie Mays in baseball, Wilt Cham- 
berlain and Bob Gmsy in basketball. Frank Gilford of 
the New York football Giants is believed to be tops 
among the pro players with his $60,000. Outside 
earning sources help in all these cases. 


One team-sport athlete had to wait till his playing 


days were over to cash in. Al Schacht, who once 
pitched for the Washington Senators, opened a res- 
taurant some years ago in New York. Recently he 
turned down $1,000,000 for the building and busi- 
ness. Had he accepted he probably would have joined 
the world's richest ex-athletes.

Sample McClurc had an elderly friend 


who liinl alnnc and liked it. That is, until 
the day she slipped on her freshly waxed 
kitchen floor. 


When she didn't answer her phone, Mrs. 


McClurc and other friends assumed she was 
puttering in the garden or out shopping. No 
one knows just which phone ring was the 
last she heard. Mrs. MtClurc never stopped 
blaming herself. 


From that all trxHypical episode, "Reas- 


surance Service" Has born. Thus, for the past 
five years, Saginaw's senior citizens who live 
alone can hear the telephone ring twice a 
day, morning and evening. If there's no 
ansncr, someone checks up at once. 


The idea, an obtious Imon to the nation'* 


aged men and tromrn, already has btrn 
adopted in other communities and it spread- 
ing fast. Any town, or any individual, can 
inaugurate tuch a sercice at negligible colt. 


The need is great because many aged folk, 


retired and free of family responsibilities, do 
prefer to live alone—completely independ- 
ent. But independence can bring problems. 


Recently, one of the jollies! senior citi/cns 


of Phoenix, Ariz., bade her neighbors good- 
night after a backyard barbecue and went 
through the hedge to her home. That was 
Thursday. On Saturday, a cross-town friend 
phoned and got no answer. 


A Neighbor's Discovery 


Days later, a neighlxir pecked into the 


house and discovered the woman. She had 
suffered a stroke, but was still alive when the 
ambulance arriicd. 


Such cases arc not uncommon. Very often, 


the elderly person li\ing alone does so be- 
cause pride "ill not permit him to "sponge" 
on relatives. 


Reassurance Service was born to preserve 


this pride but eliminate the danger. 


In many communities, subscriber* pay a 


small sum each month to a non-profit organi- 


zation—lo corrr co»l» o/ a central office and 
part-time secretary. Often, this small.fee 
trill1 be paid by a daughter, son, friend or 
eren the subscriber's church. 


The local police department or other re- 


sponsible civic organization is permitted to 
have a key to the aged individual's house. 
Reassurance phone callers frequently are 
volunteers, elderly themselves and looking 
for constructive things to do. 


Usually, Reassurance works in reverse, 


too. If the subscriber is not going to be home 
at normal phone-checking time,he's Instruct- 
ed to call in to the office. Repeated failure 
to do MJ means the sen ice can be cancelled. 


Fringe benefits of the srrcice are impor- 


tant. In IMS Angeles, a 78-year-old gentle- 
man volunteered lo call 10 other elderly 
persons a day. The tilth teas a 72-year-old 
lady who, after a few calls, sent him a cake. 
They met, and one thing led to another. 
Sow they are married. 


While "sen ice-connected" weddings are 


rarc.thc phone calls do lead to dinner parties, 
motor trips, gatherings of all types. 


Rx for Loneliness 


Soon after Saginaw pioneered it. Reassur- 


ance Service was started in nearby Flint, by 
the Junior League there. Mrs. Louise Brown 
researched the project for Flint, then helped 
kick off a service in Phoenix. 


A church group, Kiwanis Club, parent- 


teacher association—almost any group of 
thoughtftd people can launch a service. 


Eren where no senicc eiisti, fear can be 


alleciatcd by a simple arrangement between 
loted ones and friends. Two or more elderly 
people can agree to call one another daily.

THE STONES IIEI.OW anil llic poem written on 
them make tip the newest anil strangest addition 
to tin- works of Mark Twain.-L'nrarthcil this vcar, 
they have been presented to Hlmira College. 


Twain wrote the verses (SIT r.) in 1895 while at 


his summer home, Quarry Farm, here. It happened 
after a discussion about life after death with Mrs. 
Thomas K. llcecher, sister-in-law of the famous 
preacher. Henry Ward Needier. Mrs. llcechcr be- 
lieved in immortality. Twain didn't. 


"Now, friend Clemens," Mrs. lleccher said 


finally, "if we should meet in Heaven a million 
\cars from now, would }ou own yourself in the 
uronj!?" Twain agreed that he would. 


Next day, Mrs. Needier got a package wrapped 


in tissue paper. Inside were the three stones, which 
she had once found in the woods and given to 
Twain, a fellow nature-lover. The stones fit to- 
celliiT like a book. On the leaves Twain had care- 
fully written, "Contract with Mrs. T. K. llcechcr, 
Hmira, July 2, 1895," and added the verses. 


Mrs. Ileechcr kept the stones, passed them along 


to her family at her death. This ;car, when Twain's 
aciduloiisly anlireligious l.rtlcn fnmi the I'artlt 
uerc finally published 52 years after his death, "A 
Sermon in Stone" has particular interest.

INTELLIGENCE REPORT 


PAY-TV. By 1965 Hollywood expects toll television to be 
sleeping the country- It anticipates a tremendous boom in 
production, hopefully looks forward to the day when a good 
show or movie will take in 510,000,000 on a single TV showing. 
Pay-TV is currently operating or on the way in Connecticut, 
Arkansas, Hawaii, Colorado, Texas and California. Biggest 
opposition to it stems from the three major TV networks and 
the nation's motion picture theater-owners. Two prime reasons 
why people are willing to pay for TV: (1) To avoid the loud, 
long, distasteful, interruptive commercials now on the air; 
(2) The fact that the viewer is already paying close to ?200 
a year for so-called free TV. It costs 4 cents an hour to 
operate a TV set, and approximately 3 to 4£ of what you pay 
for many consumer articles goes for TV advertising of same. 
It comes to roughly $200 a year for the average family, whose 
members watch TV 6 hours per day. 


TRAILER TALK. The newest market for trailers is not in the 
housing but in the commercial field. At the latest mobile 
home and trailer show, manufacturers demonstrated large mobile 
units, 60 feet long and 10 feet wide, which are being used 
for offices, restaurants, libraries, grocery stores. Several 
banks are considering purchase of these large trailers to be 
set up as field offices while new buildings are under 
construction. Trailers are also being used as offices by oil, 
electronics and movie companies in the field. 


CAR PRODUCTION. It may come as_a surprise to you, but there 
are now 18 auto-mnking states In the Union. Number one, of 
course, is Michigan, which last year turned out 2,113,377 
cars, or 3156 of the total. Know which states come next? 
California was second with 9.9* of production. Wisconsin third 
(9.8*). Missouri fourth (9.556), New Jersey fifth (8.056). 


U.S. vs. SOVIET TESTS. Scientists In neutral nations studying 
the latest U.S. and Russian nuclear blasts point out one 
significant difference. At least half the weapons tested by 
the Soviets have been multi-megaton devices in the 10- to 
50-megaton range. These are colossal weapons suitable for 
saturation and obliteration bombing, the destruction of whole 
cities. The American emphasis has been on weapons designed 
to knock out select targets such as rocket sites and to 
minimise the damage to cities. 


BANK SECRECY. Long famed for Its secret bank accounts 
identified only by number. Switzerland may pass a law 
revealing the Identities of lost fortunes on deposit. The 
object is to have the government take over and distribute to 
Swiss charities the unclaimed funds which belonged to victims 
of the Hitler terror. There is no chance, however, of the 
Swiss repealing their traditional Bank Secrecy Act, since thi. 
constitutes the heart of their international appeal. At the 
moment new private bonks are sprouting like mushrooms in 
Geneva and Zurich. Their vaults contain the secret account- 
of Las Vegas gambling personalities. Middle East oil sheiks, 
Latin-American dictators and European munitions manufacturers. 
Recently a Jealous Las Vegas wife "P8*0"* ^ J"^^ » 
Bureau of Internal Revenue that her husband had deposited a 
million undeclared dollars in Switzerland. She offered to find 
out the number of his account so that she could obtain a 
pay-off. She wrote the bank. An offIcial replied: 'We are 
unable to provide you with information of any kind.' For Swiss 
banks, that's S.O.P. (standard operating procedure), which is 
why they're doing such a landslide business.
